The Honorable H. J. Hagerman, Governor of New Meaico, Santa 
Fe, New Mezico. 


Sir :—In accordance with your request I have the honor to suh- 
mit a report of the operations of the Bureau of Immigration for 
the two years commencing December 1, 1904, and ending Novem- 
ber 30, 1906. 

By act of the Thirty-sixth Legislative Assembly, the number of 
members of the Bureau was increased from five to six, and the 
following citizens of the Territory were nominated and appointed 
by the Governor of the Territory and confirmed by the Council of 
said Thirty-sixth Legislative Assembly to be members: 

Granville Pendleton, Aztec, San Juan County; Alfred Gruns- 
feld, Albuquerque, Bernalillo County; Joseph W. Bible, Hanover, 
Grant County; William B. Bunker, East Las Vegas, San Miguel 
County; Washington E. Lindsey, Portales, Roosevelt County; 
Roman Armijo, Socorro, Socorro County. After appointment and 
confirmation these citizens qualified according to law by taking 
the oath of office prescribed and filing same with the aoea 
of the Territory. 

In accordance with law they assembled in regular annual PN 
ing in the city of Santa Fe on the 10th day of April, 1905, for 
organization. At this meeting the following officers were elected : 

Granville Pendleton, of Aztec, President’; William B. Bunker, 
of East Las Vegas, Vice President; Joseph W. Bible, of Hanover, 
Treasurer; Max Frost, of Santa Fe, Secretary. These to hold 
office for two years. 

This organization of the Bureau continued until the 12th day of 
September, 1906, when an executive order was received from Gov- 
ernor Herbert J. Hagerman to the effect that he had removed 
from office as a member of the Bureau of Immigration of New 
Mexico, Granville Pendleton of Aztec, San Juan County. This 
order reads: R 
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“Santa Fe, New Mexico, October 15, 1906. 
“Hon. Max Frost, Secretary Bureau of Immigration, Santa Fe, 

New Mexico. 

“Sir :—I have the honor to inform you that on September 12th, 
1906, L removed Granville Pendleton, of Aztec, San Juan Conuty, 
New Mexico, from the Bureau of Immigration of the Territory of 
New Mexico and that I have today appointed A. M. Edwards, of 
Farmington, San Juan County, New Mexico, to fill the vacancy 
caused by his removal. 

“T am, Respectfully yours,

There have been no other changes in the personnel or in the 
organization of the Bureau during the two years for which this 
report is made. 

Under the statute of the Territory providing for the organiza- 
tion and maintenance of the Bureau, the Secretary is the executive 
officer. Generally speaking but one annual meeting is held at 
which the work of the Bureau for the ensuing year is discussed 
and laid out for the Secretary. Resolutions are passed at such 
meetings containing general instructions to the Secretary and 
directing him to prepare, have printed, published and distributed 
literature, some illustrated, giving descriptions of the resources, 
conditions, industries, climate, mineral, agriculture, horticulture, 
stock-raising, manufacturing, lands and other phases connected 
with the advance and progress of the Territory for the purpose 
of inducing immigration and capital into New Mexico and its 
counties. At these annual meetings, expenditures for the coming 
vear are authorized, appropriations made and the accounts of the 
Treasurer as well as those of the Secretary are inspected and aud- 
ited. All vouchers must be certified to by the party in whose favor 
they are issued for services, or for material and supplies furnished, 
attested by the Secretary and approved by the President. There- 
after, requisition for these accounts is drawn upon the Auditor of 
the Territory, each requisition to be accompanied by one copy of 
each voucher appearing thereon; that official then, if there are 
available funds, draws his warrant upon the Treasurer of the Ter- 
ritory, warrant is sent to the Treasurer of the Bureau who draws 
the funds thereon for and on behalf of the Bureau and pays byt 
check in each case the vouchers so attested and approved, as stated 
above. The funds of the Bureau pass through the hands of the Treas- 
urer only, excepting such as may be collected by the Secretary 
from persons to whom at times certain publications of the Bureaw 
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have been sold, or who may have contributed to the support, main- 
tenance and work of the Bureau, or who may have sent postage. 

During the period for which this report is made the following 
publicatiors of the Bureau have been compiled, written, prepared, 
‘ published, distributed ; the writing, preparation, editing and proof- 
reading of these publications have been done by the Secretary of 
the Bureau with such aid as will hereafter appear: 

Three hundred copies of “Mines and Minerals of New Mexico ;” 
361 pages, 66 illustrations; written by Professor Fayette A. Jones, 
Mining Engineer, of Albuquerque. 

Five thousand copies of bulletir. “Ho! To ihe Land of Sun- 
shine.” This was “A Guide for the Homeseeker and Settler in 
New Mexico.” Compiled and written by Max Frost and Paul A. 
F. Walter; 46 pages. 

One thousand. booklets “How I Cured Myself .of Consumption 
in New Mexico;” 25 pages, unillustrated; written by Roscoe Cf 
Bonney and edited by Max Frost. 

Three thousand booklets, “Ho! To the Land of Sunshine;” 42 
pages, unillustrated; compiled and written by Max Frost. 

Second edition, 3,000 copies of book “To the Land of Sun- 
shine ;” 446 pages, 200 illustrations ; com pen and written by Max 
Frost and Paul A. F. Walter. 

Three thousand Bernalillo County pamphlets ; 45 pages, 36 illus- 
trations; copy furnished by P. F. McCanna, Secretary Commer- 
cial Club. 

Five hundred pamphlets, “New Mexico Mines ;” 56 pages, unil- 
lustrated ; compiled and writen by Max Frost. 

Two thousand Santa Fe County pamphlets; 145 pages, 98 illus- 
trations; compiled and written by Max Frost and Paul A. F. 
Walter. ` 

Third edition, 3,000 copies of “Ho! To the Land of Sunshine ;” 
52 pages, unillustrated; written by Max Frost. 

Five thousand San Juan County bulletins; 69 pages, 41 illustra- 
tions; copy furnished by Granville Pendleton and edited by Max 
Frost. 

Four hundred copies of the 1904 map of New Mexico which had 
been purchased in that year were also distributed and the edition 
is now exhausted. The edition of “Mines and Minerals of New 
Mexico” has nearly been distributed. The remaining copies are 
being sold at $2.00 each and the money placed to the credit of the 
Bureau with the Treasurer thereof. 

The Secretary has received valuable, unselfish and liberal aid 
from Paul A. F. Walter of Santa Fe, New Mexico, who helped, 
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greatly in the compilation, editing, writing and proof-reading of 
the following books: 

“To the Land of, Sunshine,” first and second editions; 446 
pages, 200 illustrations. 

Illustrated bulletins on the County of Bernalillo; 45 pages, 36 
illustrations. 

Illustrated bulletin on the County of San Juan; 69 pages, 41 
illustrations. The latter was originally prepared by Granville 
Pendleton, then President of the Bureau, but was carefully edited 
and proof thereon was read by the Secretary and by Mr. Walter. 
Secretary P. F. McCanna of the Commercial Club of Albuquerque, 
New Mexico, kindly furnished the copy for the illustrated bulletin 
on Bernalillo County. 

The book “To the Land of Sunshine,” was edited three times 
and its proof was also read three times, entailing much labor and 
care on the part of the compilers and editors. Four editions of 
the bulletin “Ho! To the Land of Sunshine,” containing informa- 
tion for the homeseeker and settler in New Mexico, were: published, 
which were revised, enlarged and brought up to date of the publi- 
cation. This bulletin was very much in demand and proved very 
satisfactory, so much so that the Colonization Department of the 
Atchison, Topeka and Santa Fe Railway Company used much of 
the reading matter, especially referring to the laws of the United 
States governing the disposition of the public lands, their charac- 
ter and location in New Mexico in a publication of its own which 
was issued in 1906, and of which 25,000 copies were published. 

Of the'second edition of “To the Land of Sunshine,” over 1,200 
copies were distributed by Delegate W. H. Andrews to the Execu- 
tive Departments in Washington, to every Senator and member 
of the House of Representatives, to the Bureaus in Washington 
and to many libraries throughout the country, this without cost to 
the Territory although this labor entailed much expense and time 
on the part of the Delegate.

Several thousands of copies of the bulletins on the various 
counties of the Territory which were printed, but not distributed, 
during the year 1904 were also sent out duringthe two years just 
ended, in addition to the bulletins published and distributed dur- 
ing the two years for which this report is made, namely, on the 
counties of Bernalillo, Santa Fe and San Juan. 

These publications describing the resources, agriculture and 
horticulture, conditions, mineral development, livestock interests, 
industrial phases, natural advantages, school system, timber lands, 
irrigation facilities, grazing lands, the progress in agriculture and 
horticulture, the coal mining industry, climate and weather, cities 
and towns, scenery, increase in wealth and population, manufac- 
turing, school systems, forest reserves, Indians, railroads, and ` 
indeed every phase of information concerning which might prove 
of interest to the capitalist, the investor, the homeseeker, the 
homestead settler, the stock-raiser, the merchant, the farmer, the 
fruit grower, the manufacturer, the miner, the health seeker, the 
tourist and people generally desiring knowledge of and informa- 
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tion concerning the Sunshine Territory, have been distributed by 
this Bureau from this aty, by its individual members, by the pas- 
senger departments of the following railroads: The Atchison, 
Topeka and Santa Fe Railway, the Denver and Rio Grande Rail- 
road, the Chicago, Rock Island and Pacific Railroad, the Pecos 
Valley and Northeastern Railroad, the El Paso and Southwestern 
Railroad, the Colorado Southern Railroad, the Santa Fe Central 
Railroad and the Southern Pacific Railroad, by Commercial Clubs, 
by Boards of Trade, by the Registers of United States Land Offices 
and business organizations and many citizens. That this exten- 
sive distribution of literature and the wholesale advertisement 
gained by it have done the Territory great good and have been 
the means of bringing thousands of homesteaders and settlers on 
the public domain, capitalists, mining investors, business men, 
lawyers, physicians, engineers, school teachers, clerks, stenog- 
raphers, scientists, health seekers and tourists to the Sunshine 
Territory is not doubted by those familiar with such matters. The 
passenger departments of the several railroads named would not 
have performed the labor incident to the distribution of this liter- 
ature free of charge had it not been patent that it has done and 


is doing great good to all concerned, the Territory of New Mexico, 


and the roads, and that it has brought and is bringing the results 
anticipated and expected, namely, increased wealth and taxable 
property, as well as many additions to all classes of the popula- 
tion to the Sunshine Territory and capital for the various chan- 
nels of trade and business and for mining, irrigation and manu- 
facturing, stock-raising, farming and business enterprises. 

During the two years for which this report is made nine 
National Banks, twelve private Banks under Territorial charter, 
and four Trust Companies have been organized, sure P pipor this of 
a large influx of capital. 

The correspondence of the Bureau has grown very much during 
the past two years and 5,000 letters have been received and 5,200 
letters answered by the Secretary. One stenographer was regu- 
larly employed by the Secretary during this time, and another 
stenographer was given partial employment. This was necessary 
to keep up the work of the Bureau and to attend promptly, and 
properly to the correspondence and to the sending out of the liter- 
ature. These stenographers also aided in the preparation of the 
copy for the different publications of the Bureau, as otherwise 
this copy could not have been prepared im proper manner. The 
cost of the two stenographers was defrayed by the Secretary out 
of his salary and there were many months during the two years 
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named when there was absolutely no pay left for the Secretary 
and during which he received no compensation whatever for his 
labors. 

During the fiscal year ending November 30, 1905, the appro- 
priation for the maintenance and support of the Bureau and to 
defray the cost of its publications, etc., was $2,000, and during 
the fiscal year ending November 30, 1906, it was $4,000, which 
sums were expended aš shown by the reports of the Treasurer of 
the Bureau. 

The Secretary also obtained by personal application, donations 
for the support and maintenance of the Bureau to the amount of 
$200 from General Manager James B. Hurley, of the Atchison, 
Topeka and Santa Fe Railway, and $100 from General Manager 
H. U. Mudge of the Chicago, Rock Island and Pacific Railway 
which sums were duly paid over to the Treasurer and were 
accounted for in his report. These sums were granted in appre- 
ciation of the good work done by the Bureau in building up the ` 
Territory and inducing immigration and capital to come into it. 

Passenger Traffic Manager W. J. Black of the Atchison, Topeka 
and Santa Fe Railway Company also generously furnished free 
transportation over the lines of his road to members of the Bureau 
to attend its annual meetings in 1905 and in 1906, thus saving 
several hundred dollars to the funds of the Bureau, as members 
are entitled under the law to traveling expenses and per diem 
while attending sessions of the Bureau. The members serve with- 
out pay and without the hope of fee or reward, except the con- 
sciousness of having done a great deal of work in answering let- 
ters, sending out publications and giving verbal information to 
applicants who desire knowledge of New Mexico and in advancing 
the interests of the Territory in every possible way. Where all 
have worked so generously and successfully, no one member of the 
Bureau can be singled out for particular commendation. 

Vice President W. B. Bunker attended the Portland Exposition 
as a delegate from the Bureau in 1905 and distributed many cop- 
ies of the various publications while at the Lewis and Clark Expo- 
sition. But a small portion of his expenses was defrayed by the 
Bureau. 

Publications and literature containing information concerning 
the Territory were also sent and distributed at the various Con- 
gresses held during the years 1905 and 1906. This was done 
especially by the Honorable L. Bradford Prince of Santa Fe, who 
attended nearly all of them and who worked hard during the past 
two years in these lines and for the benefit of New Mexico. 
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The visitors to the office of the Bureau in Santa Fe have 
increased greatly in number during the past two years and much 
of the Secretary’s time has been taken up in conversation with 
them, furnishing them verbal information desired and advising 
them where to go and what to do. As many as thirty visitors to 
the office have been recorded in one day. This was especially the 
case during the summer and fall of 1905 and the spring and sum- 
mer of 1906 when many immigrants went into the Estancia Val- 
ley mostly going via the Santa Fe Railway.
